COMMITTEE FAVORS HIS PLEA 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—After secret 
consideration of charges made by Delegate 
Wickersham of Alaska that Attorney Gen- 
erai Wickersham deliberately permitted the 
giatiute of limitations to run against agents 
of the Alaska syndicate who defrauded the 
government, through perjury, to the extent 
of $50,000, the house committee on judiciary 
has determined to report favorably a resolu- 
tion of inquiry offered by Delegate Wicker- 
sham. 

The resolution calls upon the attorney gen- 
eral to furnish the house with a!l documents, 
affidavits, and testimony in his possession 
relating to an affidavit submitted to him more 
than a year-ago and sworn to by H. J. Doug- 
las, former auditor of the Alaska syndicate, 
in 1908. 

Delegate Wickersham produced a copy of 
an affidavit relating to an alleged criminal! 
act committed by Capt. D. H. Jarvis of the 
Alaska syndicate, and formerly prominentin 


_ the government revenue cutter service, who 


committed suicide in Seattle on June 22, the 
day following the introduction of the Wicker- 
sham resolution, and by John H. Bullock of 
the John J. Sesnor Coal company of Nome. 


Cheated in Coal Contracts. 

Through connivance of these men, it was 
charged that the government was defraud- 
ed on coal contracts and that evidence to 
that effect was permitted to remaih unacted 
upon in the attorney general's office for 
more than a year, until the statute of Iimi- 
tations expired last May.

Detective Sergeant Thomas A. Schweig 
was shot and killed shortly after 2 o'clock 
this morni at North Paulina and West 
Ohio streets. He was shot twice, supposedly 
by highwaymen. One bullet passed through 
his head and the other through his arm and 
heart. 

He was within a short distance of his home, 
541 North Ashland avenue, when he was 
found lying on the sidewalk by a citizen. 

When the patrolmen arrived from the 
West Chicago avenue police station, to which 
station Schweig was attached, he was al- 
ready dead. 

Inspector Stephen Healy was notified at 
ence and took charge of the search for the 
detective’s murderer. 

A revolver,was found tightly clutched in 
the hand of the dead detective, but all the 
chambers were full He was to havestarted 
on a furlough today. 

According to the inspector, Schweig had 
been a member of the police department for 
four years. He was about thirty years 
old. His reputation as a policeman, In- 
spector Healy said, was good. " 

“ There is no clew to work on,”" said the 
inspector after he had examined the de- 
tective’s body.

Among the boxes of cigars was a 
brand called Lottie Lee, which was popular 
with many customers, Fifteen cents each, 
or two for a quarter is the price.

A customer would purchase one of his favor- 
ite cigars, snip off the end, and light it. It 
didn’t taste like a Lottie Lee, or smell like 
one. He would take the cigar from his mouth, 
look at it, and then peer into the case to see 
what box it was taken from.

Mrs. Mars was sitting 
in the grandstand and saw the biplane fall. 
When the spectators saw Mars was losing 
contro! of his machine all jumped to their 
feet and ran across the field and shouted 
words of encouragement. : 

* You'll get him excited by yelling at him,” 
shouted Mrs. Mars, who was cooler and more 
collected than any of the more than 3,000 
present. The crowd failed to hear her, how- 
ever. The police ran onto the field and start 
ed to beat back the people. 


Desperate Battle in the Air. 


to keep cool. 

When the police had forced all the people 
back to near the grandstand Mrs. Mars 
coolly walked out over the field and watched 
her husband. There was not a sign of fear 
in her demeanor. 

For five minutes the aviator fought des- 
perately to extricate his biplane from the 
treacherous air pocket, but suddenly the 
machine dipped about fifteen feet, then, turn- 
ing on its right side, began to fall slowly. 

It was plainly seen that Mars had not 
lost his nerve. When he saw that his biplane 
was falling he tried to right it and guide 
{ft under a hundred or more telegraph and 
telephone wires. As he did one of the planes 
eollided with a wire and the machine shot 
downward, alighting on the ground just 
outside the canvas wall of the aviation field, 
a mass of wreckage. 

Three small boys unnoticed by the police 
were standing on the outside of the field 
peering through a hole in the canvas, The 
biplane. fell on them, but not ome bot a 
scratch. 

A moan went up from the crowd, then 
there was a mad scramble to find out how 
badly Mars had@ been hurt. 


Mrs. Mars at Husband’s Side. 

Mrs. Mars was the first person to reach 
her husband's side. A second later five 
officials began to lift up the wrecked biplane 
te remove him. It was at first thought he 
had been caught under the machine, but 
Mars was still sitting in his seat. the steer- 
ing wheel forced against his chest. He was 
conscious but was unable to speak. 

“Ts he alive?” asked Mrs. Mars with great 
anxiety. 

‘*He’s not badly hurt.” replied a doctor, 
who was trying to pry the steering rod azide 
go as to release the injured aviator. 

After considerable trouble Mars was lifted 
from the seat. He opened his eyes and tried 
to say something, but could not. He was 
taken at once to the Hamot hospital. By 
the time he arrived there he had lapsed into 
semi-consciousen ess. 

Mrs. Mars hurried to the hospital and was 
still with her husband late tonight. The 
physicians say Mars’ internal hurts seem to 
be serious. 

Capt. Thomas 8. Baldwin, Mars’ partner 
in the fiying business, was notified. He is 
now at Minola, L. L H@Aii hurry here, ar- 
riving probably tomorrow. Baldwin was to 
have arrived today to take part in the meet, 
but sent a telegram saying he would be de- 
layed. 

Mars and Baldwin and Miss Bianche Scott, 
the only woman aviator in the country, were 
to be the filers at the meet, to last three 
days. Miss Scott, like Baldwin, was detained 
unexpectedly and could not come today. 


Affected by Kreamer’s Death. 
Mars arrived tgis morning. He came from 
Chicago, where he witnessed the fatal acci- 
dent to Dan Kreamer, the boy amateur avia- 
tor. His acquaintances say the sight of 
young Kreamer’s death unnerved Mars. Be- 
fore leaving Chicago he said: : 
“There are accidents that never can be 
explained. Many an aviator has lost his 
life through some strange freak of the air 
that we cannot account for. We do not 
profit by their experience, for so few of 
those who fall any distance live to tell the 
story. 

Tt is the knowledge that something might 
go wrong that prompts me always to keep far 
enough away from the earth to be able to 
right my plane should {t start to fall. By 
doing this I hope to avoid accidents. If lI ever 
fall it will be from a height above 150 feet.” 
“ Mars was unnerved when he arrived here

CALLING LOANS DENIED. 


Bankers and Grain Men Hit 
Rumors; Sentiment Follow- 
ing the Peavey 
Trouble, 


LINE OF DEFENSE SHOWN 


Five million bushels cf wheat were traded 
in on the Chicago board of trade yesterday 
and the session wae one of the busiest and 
most exciting in the history of the exchange. 
July wheat dropped 2% cents before the 
close and September wheat fel) off 2 cents 
under the heavy pressure. 

Rumor ps this activity with the Peavey 
trouble. said the Pettit-Peavey affair 
had a sentimental effect on the market. 

A vague, incefinite report invaded the offices 
of the operators and even the pit iteelf to the 
effect thet the bankers were withdrawing 
some of their loans on cash grein. The bank- 
ers denied these reports. One bank, credited 
with having loaned $4,000,000 to a firm that 
was on the bull side of the market, was said 
to be fnsisting on settlement. 

J. Ogden Armour’s return to America yes- 
terday from Europe was mentioned as of in- 
terest to board members, as hig house is 
largely interested in the market. He is ex- 
pected in Chicago this morning. 


Merrill Explains the Situation. 

The rumor regarding loans reached the 
ears of J. C. F. Merrill, president of the 
board of trade, while he was on the floor of 
the pit. He tried to trace it to its source, but 
failed. 

“TI don’t believe a word of the report,” said 
Mr. Merrill. ‘‘If it were true wheat would 
have shown a greater decline than 2 or 2% 
cents. Besides, it would not be policy for 
the banks. It would place on their hands a 
lot of idle money, while cash grain is the beat 
of collateral. Wheat is always good as col- 
lateral, especially this year, as it isin unusy- 
ally good condition. 

“I attribute the flurry in the market to the 
fact that all the local elevators ere practi- 
cally filled to capacity, while therels a heavy 
movement of incoming grain and some un- 
loading will be necessary. Several million 
bushels of grain are now on the track wait- 
ing to be unloaded. 


Huge Amount in Chicago. 

“There are aproximately 25,000,000 bushels 
of grain.in store in Chicago elevators, on 
which probably $15,000,000 is loaned, on a 
basis of 80 cents a bushel on the 10.000,000 
bushels of wheat, 62 or 68 cents a bushel on 
10,000,000 bushels of corn, and 10,000,000 bush- 
els of oats at™ cents a bushel. It would be 
nothing unusual for one of the big grain firms 
to be a borrower to the extent of $4,000,000 
on its grain in the crop moving Season.” 

Present scarcity of elevator room has no* 
been equaled in many years, and it is pos- 
sible that barges may be necessary for the 
storage of grain, even if private elevators 
tender to the board of trade every inch avail- 
able. Capacity of public elevator storag, 
aggregates only 31,000 000 bushers, while the 
public and private elevators now hold 28,- 
000.000 bushels and half a million bushels 
of wheat arrived daily, with a rush of new 
corn and oats impending. 


Y 
Bankers and Brokers Deny Report. 
R. W. McKinnon of Logan, Bryan & Co., 
John F. L. Curtis of Clement, Curtis & Co.., 
whose firm handled between 2,000,000 and 
8,000,000 bushele of wheat during the day, 
and Warren A. Lamson of Lamson Bros. 
placed no faith in the reports regarding the 
calling of loans. 
‘*‘We are not calling any of our grain loans,”’ 
said Ralph Van Vechten, vice president of 
the Continental en? Commercial Nationa! 
bank. “As usual, there is insistence that 
the margins be kept up, but there is no fear 
of the security, and I do not believe there is 
any such) sentiment among the bankers gen- 
erally.’”’ 

John J. Mitchel, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savinge bank, which always has 
a large amount of money loaned out on 
grain receipts, stated positively there was no 
basis for the rumor. 

“We have not called In any loans at all, 
and have no intention of so doing,” he said. 
“We find no occasion for alarm and do not 
anticipate the embarrassment of any other 
firm though the Peavey trouble or from 
other causes. The rumor, I think, has a 
purely market origin.” 


Wetmore Sees Way Clear. 
Frank O. Wetmore, vice president of the 
Kirst National bank and chairman of ths 
joint committee of Chicago and Minneap- 
olis bankers in charge of the affairs of F. H. 
’ Peavey & Co. at Minneapolis, stated on his 
return to Chicago that the committee has 
come to a satisfactory arrangement with the 
parent company. 

“ The auditors are now at work on the com- 
pany'’s books and it will be impossible to tell 
just at this time how they will liquidate the 
indebtedness,” said he. “ Although approx- 
imately $2,300,000 of Liabilities fall due on 
Aug. 1, I don't believe it will be difficult to #e- 
cure an extension of these loans.” 

Frank T. Heffelfinger of the Peavey com- 
pany is in the city closing out the local com- 
mission business of the company.

Washington, D. C., July 14—[Special. }— 
Senator Lorimer’s defense against the 
charges that his election was procured 
through bribery and corruption developed 
in part today during the cross examination 
of Gov Charles S. Deneen of I)linois. 

Every effort was made to obtain from Mr. 
Deneen confirmation of the Lorimer theory 
that the friendly character of Lorimer'’s re- 
lations with members of the legislature and 
the popularity he attained by stumping the 
State in behalf of the fourteen-foot deep 
waterway were responsible for the action of 
the Democrats in 7s for him on May 26, 
1908. 

The governor declined, however, to lend the 
weight of his word to any such proposition. 
He told the committee Mr. Lorimer and Con- 
gressman Rainey, a Democrat, had made a 
bipartisan campaign both for the deep water- 
way and for the purpose of destroying him

TWO GIRLS DROWN IN LAKE PIT 


Wade Into Holes Made by Dredge; 
One Tries to Save Other. 


SINK AS MAN AIDS THEM. 


Coroner’s Jury Urges Placing of Dan- 
ger Signals at Such Points. 


Two girls were drowned in the lake at the 
foot of Dempster street, Evanston, yester- 
Gay when the older, Ellen McKenna, made 
a vain effort to save Loretta Kenney, 12 
years old. The younger gir! had stepped into 
a hole made by a sand dredge. William 
Michels heard their cries for help but was 
unable to drag them from the deep water. 

The girls were roommates. Miss McKenna 
resided with the family of William Robert- 
gon. 1712 Oak avenue, Evanston. Mr. Rob- 
ertson was the younger girl's stepfather. 

When Miss McKenna, who was a night 
operator in the Winnetka telephone ex- 
change, returned from her work in the morn- 
ing she suggested to Lorétta that they put 
on thei? bathing suits and go to the lake. 

“It’s too cold,” said the little girl. 

“The water will seem all the warmer,” 
urged Miss McKenna. 


Wades Into Deep Hole. 
They had been in the water only a few 
minutes when Loretta stepped into a hole 
where the water was over her head. As she 
came above the surface she screamed to Miss 
McKenna. 
The older girl rushed to help her and in an 
instant both were struggling in the deep 
water. Michels, who lives near the lake, 
heard them calling and tried to save them. 
He caught hold of Loretta’'s skirts and was 
in the act of dragging her out when Miss 
McKenna stepped: into another hole. As 
she came up she grasped his coat. 
Standing in shallow water himself with 
one girl clinging to him in the deep water to 
his left and the other gripping his clothing 
as she struggled in the deep water on the 
right, Michels was unable to hold out. In the 
end he tore himself free and the two girls 
went down. 
*“T couldn’t manage the two of them,” he 
said. “I wasn’t strong enough.”

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SELLS BRASS MEDALS AT $150 


Agent of Paris ‘‘Food Exposition’”’ 
Taken for Grand Prix Swindle. 


FIFTY CHICAGO MEN “BITE.” 


Federal Officers Get Mr. Fest of France 
as He Collects Money, 


Adolph Fest, claiming to be a commiesioner 
for the ‘international! Pure Food exposition” 
of Paris, whose business consisted of in- 
ducing Americans to exhibit there and guar- 
anteeing them “grand” prizes—for a price— 
was arrested yesterday at the instance of 
postoffice inspectors. 

Hundreds of American manufacturers are 
reported to have jumped at the proposition, 
and the “exposition’’ promoters are said to 
have gathered in thousands of doMars. 

The “grand”’ prize consisted of a brass 
medal, with a gold wash on the outside, and 
$150 to $500 wag the price he asked. The ap- 
pearance of claims to “grand”’ prizes by nu- 
merous manufacturers of one kind and an- 
other caused an investigation by the post- 
office and secret service agents and American 
investigators in France. 


Chicago Men Buy Medals. 

It was sai4 that fully fifty Chicago manv- 
facturers had been credulous enough to pay 
up in the hundreds of dollars for brass 
medals. Fest was arrested at the office of 
Harry Piohr, 66 Adams street, where he had 
gone to collect $150 ané guarantee a medal. 
He was charged with fraudulent use of the 
malis. 

The first news of Fest’s operations was re. 
ported to the Chicago postoffice department 
early last April. The report was made by 
Baron H. de St. Laurent, French consul at 
Chicago, to whom many inquiries concerning 
the exposition had come. Baron de St. Lau- 
rent set French investigators to work. 

The matter was also reported to Postmaste; 
General Hitchcock by Inspector Stuart and 
federal secret service men also made inquiries 
in France. 


Dance Hall at Exposition Site. 

The secret service men reported that the 
site of the exposition in the city of Paris 
was occupied by a dance nall and poolroom 
of ill repute. Inquiries regarding the expo- 
sition made by American agents were re- 
ferred to M. Saloman, professor of languages 
residing in another part of Paris. Inquiries 
about Saloman indicated that he was making 
preparations for an exposition of some type, 
but where it was to be held was kept secret. 
Being unable to prove that Saloman had vio- 
lated the French postal laws, the inquiry 
there was dropped. 

Fest while in Chicago addressed scores of 
letters to local firms asking them to appoint 
him their agent at the exposition. Shortly 
after he left Chicagog and Samuel Krause, 
5552 Drexel boulevard, referred inquiries to 
Brussels, Belgium.

Reapportionment and Statehood 
Among the Measures to 
Be Acted On.

Washington, D. C., July 14.—[{S8pecial. ]~— 
Before congress adjourns the foliowing bills 
Will be passed and presented to the president 
for approval: 

Canadian reciprocity 

Revision of the woal duties. 

Farmers’ “ free list ’’ bill. 
Congressional reapportionment 

Joint statebood for Arizona and New 

Mexico. 

The first proposition will be voted on July 22, 
the s@cond on July 27, the third on Aug. 1, 
the fourth on Aug. 3, and the last of Aug. 7 

The agreement to vote upon the above fiv 
measures was reached during the session 
the senate this afternoon. The prediction of 
their passage is based upon information in 
reference to the attitude of the progressive 
Republicans. Opposed for the most part, as 
1hey were, to the Canadiam agreement, the 
progressives declined to accede to a vote upon 
it unless the woo! and statehood mie were 
icted upon. 


Make a Blanket Agreement. 

The Democrats were unwilJling to vote upon 
the reciprocity measure unless the farmers’ 
free list and congressional reapportionment 
proposals were disposed of. Senator Pen- 
rose, representing the regular Republicans; 
Senator La Follette, representing the Pro- 
gressive Republicans, and Senator Martin, 
leader of the Democrats, discussed the mat- 
ter and finally decided to make a blanket 
agreement covering all the measures de- 
scribed. 

Senator Martin was willing that the vote 
should be taken first on the reciprocity agree- 
ment, then on the free list measure, the wool 
Pill, congfressional reapportionment, and 
statehood in the order named. But the pro- 
gressives declined to approve any such ar- 
rangement. They feared, after the reciprocity 
@nd free list proposals were out of the way, 
it would be impossible to obtain anything 
like a favorable dinposition of the woo! bill. 
They do not intend toe accept the wool bill 
passed by the house of representatives. 

They will stand squarely behind the wool 
revision fathered by Senator La Follette. 
The house measure and the La Follette pro- 
posal will be rejected in the committee of 


the whole of the senate and perhaps in the 


senate itself. Should this take place, then 
the La Follette measure will be offered as an 
amendment to the free list bill. So the pro- 
gressives have arranged for three bites at 
the legislative cherry. 


Plan a Compromise Measure. 
It is believed that before final disposition 
is made of the wool matter enough Demo- 
crats and the progressives will be able to ge* 


through a compromise measure which may 


be acceptable to the house. The free list bill 
algo is to be amended. 

The president will approve, of course, the 
Canadian reciprocity bill, which will be 
passed unamended. He has served notice he 
will disapprove other tariff measures, be- 
cause in his judgment congress should walt 
until the tariff board has presented its con- 
clusions. It is expected he will sign the con- 
gressional reapportionment measure. It ig 
not,known what he will do about statehood. 


KENYON URGES PRISON TERMS 
FOR SHERMAN LAW VIOLATORS 


Senate Interstate Commerce Committee 
Expected to Report Favorably on Bill 
Imposing Cell Sentences. 

Washington. D. C., July 14.—[{Special.]—As 
the result of an argument made by Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa this morning before the 
senate interstate commerce committee it 
is expected that the committee wi!) report 
favorably the bill he introduced imposing 
prison sentences upon persons violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

Nearly the ful] membership of the commit- 
tee was present and much interest was mani- 
fested in. the arguments presented by Mr. 
Kenyon for the adoption of his amendments. 
“His argument covered these three propo- 
sitions: 

1. That fines for tndividuals should be 
etricken from the Sherman act, making 
it necessary in case\of conviction of {n- 
dividuals for the courts to impose prison 
sentences; 

2. That where parties use patents 
granted them by the government to build 
up a trust or combination that such pat- 
ent should be forfeited; 

8. That corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce should be prohibited from 
owning stock In other corporations en- 
gaged in such commerce, where both ere 
in a competitive business. 

It is thought probable that the bil) will 
be réported to the senate favorably as to its 
provisions striking out fines as to individuals 
convicted, and in all probability the other 
two questions will be igft open for the con- 
sideration of congress at the regular ses- 
sion. 


DIVINITY PROFESSOR DEFENDS 
HIGHER CRITICISM OF BIBLE. 


Prof. Gerald B. Smith of Chicago Uni- 
versity Says Church No Longer Has 
_ Authority Over Morals. 


The church no longer has authority over 
morals, according to Prof. Gerald B. Smith of 
the University of Chicago divinity school. 
He defended the so-called higher criticism 
of the Bible and its scientific method on the 
ground that it is the method which was used 
by Paul the apostle and by Christ himself. 

“Sensible consideration of modern prob- 
lems leads to the abandonment of the old ec- 
@lesiastical ethics and solutions which de- 
pend upon the Bible,” Prof. Smith declared in 
@ iecture at Haskell museum yesterday. 

“Jesus himeelf employed the method of 
Pocking at the existing facts, or as it is now 
known, the scientific method. There is ab-

CLAUSES ARE MODIFIED. 


Document Just Signed Puts Alli- 
ance of East and West on 
a New Basis. 


LONDON, July 14—The Anglo-Japanese 
alliance has been modified to exclude the 
United States from Great Britain's possible 
enemies, and the life of the alliance has been 
extended nearly six years by the new ver- 
sion of the treaty which Sir Edward Grey, 
the British secretary of foreign affairs, and 
Count Kato, Japanese ambassador at Lon- 
don, signed yesterday. 

The original agreement, which was signed 
on Aug. 12, 1905, included eight articles and 
The only practical difference 


in article 4, which reads: 

Should either high contracting party 
conclude a treaty of general arbitration 
with a third power it is agreed that noth- 
ing in this agreement shall entail upon 
such contracting party en obligation to 
go to war with the power with whom such 
treaty of arbitration is in force. 


“Changes in Situation Since 1905.” 

The preamble states: 

The government of Great Britain and 
the government of Japan, having in view 
the important changes which have taken 
place in the situation since the conclu- 
sion of the Anglo-Japanese agreement of 
Aug. 12, 1005, and believing that a re- 
vision of that agreement responding to 
such changes would contribute te the gen- 
eral stability and repose,. have agreed 
upon the following stipulations to replace 
the agreement mentioned 
Then follow the objects of the alliance as 

set forth in the previous draft. These in- 
clude the consolidation and maintenance of 
general peace in the regions of eastern Asia 
and India, the preservation of the commos 
interests of all the powers in China, and the 
maintenance of the territorial rights of the 
contracting parties in the regions of eastern 
Asia and India, and the defense of their spe- 
Cial interests in those regions. 

Articles 3, 4, and 6 of the treaty of 1906 ars 
omitted in the revised version. Article 8 of 
the old version stipulated that “ Japan, pos- 
sessing Paramount political, military, and 
economic interesta in Corea, Great Britain 
recognizes Japan's right to take such meaa- 
ures for the guidance, control, and protec- 
tion of Cofea as she may deem proper and 
necessary to safeguard and advance those in- 
terests, providing the measures so taken are 
not contrary to the principle of equal oppor- 
tunities for the commerce and industry of 
all nations.’’ 

Article 4 related to the recognition by 
Japan of Great Britain's rights to safe- 
guard her Indian possessions. Article 6 
specially referred to the war between Japah 
and Russia at that date and Great Britain's 
neutrality. 


LONDON TIMES REJOICES. 

LONDON, July 15, 8 a, m.—The Times, in 
an editorial, is confident that though some 
chauvinists may regard the new treaty ‘with 
Japan with disfavor. the great mass of peo- 
ple in the British empire and in the United 
States and Japan will rejoice that the great 
bulwark of peace in the far east has been 
confirmed, strengthened, and extended. 

Not often, says the Times, does the signa- 
ture of any treaty bring assurance of peace 
to so large a part of civilized mankind. 

“ Looking at the fact,”’ the editorial con- 
tinues, “that the policy of an alliance with 
Japan was begun by Rosebery, continued 
hy Lansdowne, and renewed by Grey, the day 
has gone by when foreign statesmen can 
contend that England’s party system has 
made alliances with her insecure\ and im~ 
practicable.” 


EDUCATION TO END WARP 

New York. July 14.—The custodians of the 
$10,000,000 Carnegie peace foundation an- 
nounced today a campaign of popular edu- 
cation to establish friendifer relations be- 
tween the United States and Japan. The 
division of intercourse and education has ar- 
ranged an exchange “ to give to each people 
better knowledge of the other and to help 
build up a public opinion in both countries 
that will resist all attempts to aruouse antag- 
onism.”’

LACK OF MONEY CAUSE, 


Mrs. Young Thinks Factions 
Learned Much at Friseo 
Convention. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 

San Francisco, Cal., July 14 ~—[{Special. }— 
The work of the public schools throughout 
the United States was characterized as 
“twenty-five years behind the. times” by 
Francis Blair, state superintendent of 
public instruction of Illinois, in an address 
at the final general meeting of the National 
Educational association today. 

Supt. Blair called upon the association to 
launch a campaign in states and munici- 
palities to secure greater revenue for wedu- 
cational work and institutions, both for the 
common schoo! and teachers’ colleges. 
“What are we doing in. public education 
today is at least twenty-five years behind 
what we think we ought to be doing,” the 
speaker deciared. ‘“‘We see littie circum- 
gcribed school grounds, il] constructed, ill 
lighted, il! heated, i!! ventiJated school build- 
inge. We see narrow courses of study, short 
terms of school, and the work done in many 
instances by immature, ill prepared, incom- 
petent teachers. 


Lack of Money Prime Obstacle. 

“The prime obstacle is lack of proper finan- 
cial support. Wherever we find the common 
echools failing in their work the universe] 
explanation is inadequate revenues. 

“The next step foP us is a campaign to 
create sentiment in the various common- 
weaiths to this need of enlarged revenues. 
If the school system is to be saved from 
being a wasteful, disappointing institution 
it must be put upon a more solid financial 
foundation. We must go to the taxpayers 
and Tegislatures. 

‘We alro lack competent. well trained, ex- 
pert superint:ndentm and superviso:s., We 
Need better cours<s of study, greater unity in 
instruction, greater coépéeration of teachers, 
and greatly ‘increased responsiveness. 

“ Lastly, we need a better trained teaching 
force. There must be a more adequate salary 
provided to attract the best men and women, 
and assurance not only of a living wage but 
of commensurate financial rewards. To this 
end we need more training and norma! schools 
and greatly increased revenues. Let us im- 
prove our teaching force and then impress 
upon the community the necessity for more

money to conduct the work of educating the 


children.”’ 

Mrs. Young on Convention’s Work. 

Outside of the general and departmental 
gpessions, the delegates showed interest in 
sightseeing. The interest in the convention 
and its work was commented upon by Mrs. 
Elia Flagg Young. with sidelights on the out- 
come of the political contest. 

*“ The first and most noticeable thing in this 
connection is the mutual understanding at 
which the two factions have arrived,” she 
said. 

~The teachers are realizing the sense of 
appreciation on the part of the public. They 
geem more imbued with the American spirit. 

* There has been great emphasis laid on 
the problem of the health of school children. 
‘The responsibility for developing strong 
physiques has been emphasized to an un- 
usual degree. All these things will bring 
about better educational methods and are, in 
my opinion, the main results of this meet- 


ing.” 

Peace Movement vs: “Boy Scouts.” 

Miss Katherine D. Blake of New York, 
treasurer elect, advocated the launching of 
a new peace movement in the schools. She 
urged the formation of a children’s society 
as a combating influence tothe “ boy scout” 
movement, expressing disapproval of the lat - 
ter movement as cultivating a taste for mar- 
tial occasions in the youth.

HealthChief Wouldn’t Remove 
This Safeguard Till Bet- 
ter One Is Found. 


TALKS WITH ALDERMEN. 


Hey Insists on His Ordinance to 
Make This Method a.Mis- 
demeanor. 


Pasteurization opponents in the city coun- 
cil found in Health Commissioner Young yes- 
terday an antagonist as certain of his ground 
as was his predecessor, Dr. W. A. Evans. 

** Shall we tear down the protection of pas- 
teurization until we have some better safe- 
guard to put in its place?’’ was the question 
he addressed to the committee on health 
when he was asked to express his opinion 
of an ordinance making the selling of *‘ com- 
méfcially pasteurized '’ milk a misdemeanor. 

* As long as we lack some better means of 
controlling our milk supply, and as long as 
the conditions surrounding our milk supply 
are what they are, I believe that pasteuriza- 
tion is.absolutely necessary,’ was his decla- 
ration definitely stating his position. 

In this he supports Dr. Evans, who was 
kept continuously on the defensive to pre- 
vent the repeal of the pasteurization ordl- 
nanae. 


Hey Again Attacks Pasteurization. 

Ald. Jacob A. Hey, jeader of the antt- 
pasteurizationists and author of the repeal 
ing ordinance, was the only speaker in favor 
of it. 

** Pasteurized m as it is delivered at our 
doors,” he said, “isthe most dangerous 
article of food in our life today. Instead 
of destroying germs, as is contended for it. it 
puts the milk in such a.condition that the 
housewife cannot detect when it has spoiled. 
The lives of hundreds of babies are sacrificed 
because. of it every year. The city should 
adopt some plan of guarding its milk supply 
so that pure, fresh, raw milk can be de- 
vered in all parts of the city.”’ 

Commissioner Young spoke of the merits 
of the tuberculin testing of cows, and ex- 
pressed regret that the legislature had passed 
a law prohibiting municipalities from en- 
forcing it; but he declared that this change 
in the situation did not warrant the discard- 
ing of the requirement that all milk sold ‘n 
the city be pasteurized. 

Young and Hey in Debate. 

Ald. Hey interrupted him with numerous 
questions, one of them being a request 
that he account for the abnormal rate of in- 
fant mortality last summer and explain why 
it was not due to an increase in milk pasteur- 
ization. This Dr. Young denied and coun- 
tered with a statement that the infant mor- 
tality rate more than doubled in June of this 
vear. although the amount 'of pasteurized 
milk sold was not increased. The discussion 
will be resumed at a later meeting. 


MOTORMAN KILLED, BUT TRAIN 
STOPS WITHIN FEW SECONDS. 


Splendid Efficiency of Automatic Mech- 
anism on New York Subway Proved 
by Fatal Accident. 


New York, July 14:—({Speciail.]—The death 
in the rush hqurs this morning of William A 
Stone, a subway motorman, proved the splen- 
did efficiency of the automatic mechanism 
used in the subway fer the stopping of trains 
within less than thei: own length in a mo- 
ment of emergency. : 

Stone's train was proceeding at full speed 
on the downtown tracks when he looked out 
of the side door of the motor compartment. 
In doing so his head is believed to have struck * 
against an electric signal post. killing him 
and throwing his body out of the car to tha 
tracks. Within a few seconds and within 
three car lengths the train, which was a 
local of six cars, came to a stop, the current 
cut off, and every brake set. Thetrain came 
to a stop with a great jolt, throwing many: 
of the passengers out of their seats. 

General Manager Hedley gave out an ex- 
planation of the working of the device which’ 
checked the runaway train. ° 

“On all gubway cars,’ sald Mr. Hedley 
“we have a device connected with the con- 
troller and alse with the air brakes which 
operates the moment the motorman releases 
his hold on the controller of the motor mech- 
anism."; — 
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Clairvoyant. 


OTHER CASES WILL FOLLOW. 


Attorney Raber Says His Office Will 
Proceed Against Fakers. 


There will be no further continuance of 
clairvoyant cases in which warrants have 
been issued, accordingto First Assistant City 

Prosecutor Raber. He said yesterday that 
| his office was ready totry the first case today, 
that of Margaret Graham, 2918 Michigan 
avenue, the only one against whom warrants 
have been issued. 

This was the case which was continued 
until July 19, when it was called in the Har- 
rison street court last Wednesday morning. 
The fact that the police and witnesses were 
kept watting all the morning, while the de- 
fendant was not even required to appear, 
aroused criticism of the city prosecutor's 
office. 

“If we can show.” said Mr. Raber yester- 
day, ‘‘ that these people are practicing clair- 
voyance, there is nothing to it. The law is 
plain. There have been some cases in which 
so-called ‘mind readers’ and spiritualists 
have been involved in which the law is not 
so clear. But it seems that these are clair- 
voyants, without recourse to the pretended 
aid of spirits or mediums, and under the 
municipal code of 1911 it would seem that 
every one of them who has been mentioned 


is clearly guilty.” 


GOVERNMENT SEEKS OLEO MEN 
WHO ENCOURAGED JURY LEAK. 


Detectives Endeavor to Locate ‘“Mo- 
tive” for Disclosing Proceedings— 
Coyne Makes Denial. 


Charles De Woody, superintendent of the 
bureau of investigation of the department of 
justice, is trying to find out who made it 
“worth while” to tamper with the “‘ oleo”’ 
grand jury. Detectives from his office are 
now at work on that phase of the oleomar- 
gerine frauds. 

Mr. De Woody ts elzo trying to solve the 
Question of what motive actuated Henry E. 
Coyne, special employé of the revenue de- 
partment, to spy upon the grand jury. 

“Nese rumors did not come trom tne jury- 
men, but from witnesses who appeared before 
the grand jury. We heard that we were al! 
gtafters, that the government had the‘ goods 
on us,’ and that we wereal! going to be in- 
dicted. When my case comes to trial next 
fall I will have a lot of interesting things to 
tell,” said Coyne. 

Col. Ingram said that he had not heard 
from Washington regarding Coyne. While 
he will in all probability be discharged from 
the service, it is likely that no action wil] 
be taken till he has had a hearing before 
Judge Landis next Monday. 

Nearly all the indicted oleomargarine men 
had secured their bail yesterday afternoon.
